Thousands of acres of the finest 
crops -in the west, crops that had 
withstood long days of continued 
dry weather and held promise of 
.40 and 50 bushel yields, were laid 
flat Friday afternoon in one Of" the 
most destructive hail storms tho 
district has ever known. __C)rigin- 
ating apparently in the High River 
area the storm swept east'along the 
correction line, laying -waste to 
much fine farm land eniipute. In 
the neighborhood of the Corner 
store, the storm seemifd to fork, 
going east to the Buffalo Hills, 
Milo and Queenstown districts, and 
south and west to the Floyd At¬ 
kinson farm where a splendid stand 
of what was damaged about 15Vr, 
and on southwards with lesser 
damage. Loss to crops varied 
from 10% to 100% in the area 
struck. Hjlls in the Buffalo Hills 
country were ^till white several 
hejurs after the storm had spent 
itself. On the W. S. Hill ranch 
the land looked practically as if it 
had been summerfallowed. Many 
farmers like Billy Hill, Bill Mc¬ 
Mullen, Bill Burgess and Archie 
Oldfield won’t haryest a bushel of 
crop. Shingles were ripped from 
roofs, young chickehs killed, and, 
of course, gardens cleaned out in 
the path of the storm. Some losses 
were partially covered by insur¬ 
ance, but the loss is enormous, not 
to mention the discouragement of 
seeing crops nearing maturity 
wiped out in ten minutes. The 
Vulcan district and ^^surrounding 
points have suffered “particularly 
hard from hail this season, many 
sections being hit two and three 
times. Some crops have recovered 
to some extent from earlier storms,^ 
but owing to the lateness of Fti- 
day’s hail there, is no hope of 
salvaging anything but some feed. 

Crops from High River right 
through to Milo, a strip from four 
to seven miles wide, were almost

For Free Trade 

(Searle Grain Co.) 

Some say, if we freely admitted FOR SALE- 
foreigii goods, consider the nuniber “ 

of Canadian people who would be' 
put out of work? This fear, too, we 
find, is grossly exaggerated. The 
1941 census of (Canada tells us 
that 4.196,00() persons are gain¬ 
fully employ^ in Canada in the 
following proportions: Agriculture 
25.8'/f, m.-inufacturing 16.8%, and 
in all other occupations including 
fishing, trapping, logging, mining, 
construction, 'transportation* and 
trade, commerce and finanoe 67.4% 

It will be observed from this that 
orly 16.8% of the people are em-i 
ployed in all the Canadian manu- 
fatcuring industries put together 
(and we, must remember that noth¬ 
ing like all of these manufactur¬ 
ing industries have tariff produc¬ 
tion). A rather ropgh estimate we 
calculate would be that perhaps' 
not nfore than 12% of pur work¬ 
ers would be affected if tariff pro¬ 
tection were removed, and that 
most certainly 88%, including all 
our prair e farmers, and all those 
ill Canada who depend din.'ctly and 
indirectly upon farmers and upon 
other producers, would bo greatly in good running condition, 
benefitted. It is'right, then, we ask ” 
that 88% of the people should suf¬ 
fer severely in order to maintain 
12% of the people in certain indus¬ 
tries for which this country is real¬ 
ly not suited? 

Free Trade Would Create More 
Jobs in Canada 

But there is something else to 
consider. I.et us suppose that for¬ 
eign country “A” sells to us 60 
million dollars worth of cheaper 
goods which, as we have shownT 
benefit all our people. As payment 
for these goods these foreign peo¬ 
ple receive 50 million Canadian 
paper dollars. We suggest there is 
nothing whatever these 50 million 
Canadian dollars can he used for 
excepting ultimately to buy 60 mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of Canadian 
products and goods. These purchas¬ 
es, of course, mean the production 
of addit'onal quantities of Cana¬ 
dian products and goods which, in 
turn mean increased Canadian em¬ 
ployment. So that under a system 

of Free Trade or no tariffs, while _ ^ 

for the time being 12%—it might Ajiiihe!!' 
even be less—of those employed in 
highly protected industries would 
have to readjust themselves, "yet 
it would not bs long before theii 
efforts would be in demand to 
make a thousand and one other 
things which WouTd be required by 
foreign people who had sold us 
their own goods.

Record proportions were reached 
in shipments of Canadian wheat 
during the crop year which ended 
July 31st, and the trend is expect¬ 
ed to continue during the new crop 
year because of heavy demands 
from Ehirope. 

Approximately 485,000,000 bush¬ 
els of wheat were moved from the 
Ukehead during the last 12 months 
a Domjnion bureau of statistics oi- 
fidal wd and these shipments 
were the heaviest s'nce 1928 when 
386,000,000 bushels, an amount 
higher than for most war years 
although not spectacular when, 
compared with pre-war days. 

Exports during the coming 
crop year are expected to he as 
high. A bumper wheat crop is in 
prospect in the United States, and 
exports to that market are likely

However, the wheat shortage m 
Europe is Mriona and has been ag¬ 
gravated by crop failures in Spain 
and Portugal, which escaped the 
dialocation of war. North Africa 
often used as a source of wheat 
supplies in Europe, has a poor 
crop in prospect. 

The heavy shipments during tne 
lost year have, left Canadian car¬ 
ry-over wheat stocks at between 
276,0<X),000 and 286,000,000 bush¬ 
els, the lowest on record since 1939 
A year ago the carryover stocks 
totalled 366,000,000. 

By Aug. 1, 1946, the carryover 
stocks are expected to be even 
lower because Qanadian wheat 
acreage has been cut down and 
crop, prospects in some sections of 
Western Canada are none optimis¬ 
tic. 

Manitoba cut its wheat'acreage 
by 16 per cent and this was not 
offset by small increases in the 
acreage ia Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. 

Although no official estimate has 
been made of what this year's crop 
may yield, unofficial sources claim 
that the crop w.ll not total more 
than 300,000 bushels—the amount 
Canada exported last year. 

Drought has effected the crop in 
the western half of Saskatchewan 
and in large areas of Alberta. The 
drought in the western, areas was 
if contrast to wet conditions hi 
central Canada—Ontario and Que¬ 
bec—where fairly large quantities 
of feed grains are grown. 

Explosives strsfwii in the oceans 
of the world by fighting powers, 
are expected to be a menace for the 
next ten years.
